Madame Curie, who underwent an 
operation for api>endicitis some w eeks 
ago, is now greatly improved, and it 
is expected that she will he able to 
take part iii the forthcoming delibera­ 
tions of the international commission 
for fixing a radium standard. 
At the 
request of the commission she has 
prepared a glass tube of “three milli­ 
metres'’ .117 of an inch in diameter 
and “three centimetres” (1.182 inches! 
in length. 
It has been decided that 
the exact amount of radium contained 
in this tube will be recognized as the 
standard weight, which, in ordinary 
terms of measurement would be about 
“two 
centigrammes 
(.308(1 
grains 
avoirdupois). The tube will be sealed 
at both ends, but a small platinum 
wire w ill allo v the constant passage 
of an electric current which will pre­ 
vent the radium rays from breaking 
tho glass.

The vast laboratory, which is 
now' building for her use as a part of 
the Sorbonne, will be one of tho most 
important scientific establishments in 
France.

A’fter taking tests in many boreholes 
v itll the most varied local sierround- 
? ngs, he found that the rate an which 
the e a rth ’s crust grows w a r n e r a t 
lower levels is far from uniform. 
He 
| gives the average rate a t about 64 
feet for one degree Fahrenheit, but 
near a sea coast it requires a3 m uch 
aa 200 feet in some cases to get one 
degree higher temperature. 
It was 
found, however, that over coal 
de­ 
posits the rate is only 47 to 55 feet. 
Oil heats the canli still more rajfidly, 


f 15 to 20 feet. 
It is believed that 
; Prof. Koenigsherger’s investigations 
will prove of great use in prosecuting 
I for mineral and oil deposits, since it 
' will lie possible to determine by tab­ 
ling the tem peratures in a borehole 
j several handled feet deep w hether it 
is approaching valuable deposits; and

large sums of money in boring very 
I deep holes w ithout discovering any­ 
thing.

The to­ 
tal 
cost 
of the government’s land 
purchases since the year 1886, when 
the commission began its work, has 
been above $1*0.000,000. 
During this 
period 19,570 families, consisting of 
141,200 persons have been settled on 
the land parceled out by the commis­ 
sion. 
Moro than one-fourth of these 
families, however, were already liv­ 
ing in the two provinces. 
Making an 
allowance for this fact, it appears 


that the number of German families 


brought in was only 14,728, a n i this 


number includes nearly 5,000 families 


of Germans from Russia.
